Informal Lo gic 


A young firm takes a design-driven, client-centered approach to its work throughout the Southeast. By Will Holloway 


n the mid-1990s, Louis Nequette was as a young architect in 
Birmingham, AL, looking to relocate from a large, business-driven 
firm to a more design-oriented practice. He soon realized that the 
handful of buildings he admired around town were all designed by 
the same local firm. After getting in touch with the firm, inter- 
viewing and hiring on, Nequette found that all of those buildings 
he had admired were designed by someone named Jeff Dungan. 
Dungan and Nequette quickly became friends, realizing they shared many 
of the same design philosophies. Finding, also, that they worked together 
well, they established their own practice 
three years later. In. the eight years since, 
Dungan Nequette Architects has grown from 
the two partners working out of Nequette's 
sunroom to a 35-person firm with an impres- 
sive portfolio of over 300 custom residential, 
multi-family and planning projects. 


The Early Years 


The rapid success of Dungan Nequette Ar- 
chitects can be attributed, in part, to the fact 
that the partners complement each other 
well. While both grew up in Birmingham and 
attended Auburn University, they bring dif- 
ferent strengths to the design process. “While 
we overlap, I’m definitely the more practical 
and technical one, and Jeff’s the more creative 
one,” says Nequette, who earned his B.Arch. 
in 1993, minoring in business. “I signed up 
early enough to start day one in the architec- 
ture program at Auburn — Jeff probably didn’t 
think about it until the day he got there.” 

“I don't see Louis as being any less creative 
than I am, but I’m probably slightly outside 
the box — I’m more like ‘what box?’” says 
Dungan, who earned his B.Arch. in 1989 
before studying sculpture and philosophy at 
the University of Alabama at Birmingham. "I 
like to say that I focus more on doing the right 
things and Louis focuses on doing things

right. We work very closely together and usually come up with surprising 
solutions to issues and problems in the design process.” 

Early in their careers, Dungan and Nequette were given the freedom to 
design and manage residential and large commercial projects, gaining con- 
fidence, knowledge and experience with clients while amassing consider- 
able bodies of work. In 1999, after sitting next to each other for three 
years, they felt they'd gained enough experience to start their own firm, 
which would enable them to focus on client-centered residential work 
without compromising their ‘shared vision of design.’ “We felt that design, 
if done well, should be the heart of the proj- 
ect, the heart of the passion for why a client 
wanted a house,” says Nequette. “We let that 
drive our business decisions, rather than let 
business decisions drive our designs. We took 
whatever time it took to get the designs right 
because we knew that if they were built that 
way, they would forever be a representation 
of our design philosophy. 

“I always joke that there is never a plaque on 
a building that says, ‘it looked awesome in the 
sketch version before it got value-engineered 
down to nothing’ You've got to be smart in 
the beginning, be realistic about what can be 
afforded and built, and do your best to take 
someone's wishes, hopes and desires and 
translate that into a concept and a manifesta- 
tion in a way that the client could never have 
foreseen and is totally delighted to get. 
Pretty early on, we found ourselves capable 
of doing that — beating expectations." 

Dungan Nequette's first commission was 
to design two fire stations — each with dormi- 
tories for live-in volunteer programs — for 
two Traditional Neighborhood Developments 
(TNDs) southeast of Birmingham. The fire 
stations at Mt. Laurel and the Narrows, which 
are neighborhood-center buildings that set the 
tone for the communities, quickly led to other 
projects in the developments. Soon after, the

firm was hired to design two beach houses in 
the Florida Panhandle development of Carillon. 
"That introduced us to the area, the 30A area 
in particular," says Nequette, referring to the 
stretch of the Florida coast that is a hub of 
New Urbanist development. "It's been a haven 
for us, because you've got people wanting sec- 
ond homes that are designed well, and they 
are willing to put the time, money and effort 
into them.” 

Though the firm's portfolio was expanding 
rapidly, Dungan and Nequette were becom- 
ing increasingly frustrated with the interiors 
of the houses they'd spent so much time con- 
ceiving and executing. "With the interiors, 
there was a lack of vision," says Dungan. 
“People were bringing in their furniture and 
throwing it all down — it wasn't thoughtful. 
So when a project was completed, we had 
invested 18 months or so designing and get- 
ting it built, only to feel like it was cheapened 
in the end on the interior-design side." To 
remedy this, the firm established an interior 
division, Tracery Interiors, which is based in 
the Panhandle development of Rosemary Beach. “We wanted to give our 
clients the option to have one firm do the whole project from stem to 
stern," says Dungan, "from the roofline to the couch, the rugs and the col- 
ors. So it was born out of a desire to do really good work, and to do it 


thoughtfully and cohesively.” 


Custom Residences 


In 2002, Dungan Nequette was approached by a client seeking a house 
with a cottage feel and simple massing and scale that fit the precedents 
of the historic Crestline neighborhood of Birmingham. The resulting 
3,000-sq.ft. Shipp residence, featuring extensive fenestration and a shin- 
gled exterior, demonstrates the firm’s predilection for informal design. 
“We were brought up in informal living situations, so we are a little 
turned off by Classical design,” says Nequette. “That’s not to say we don’t 
appreciate it — we just have no interest in designing strictly formal 
Classical homes. The architects of the English Arts and Crafts movement 
— Lutyens, Voysey, Mackintosh and Webb — are really the core influences 
for a lot of our work. They were called modern then, because nothing else 
was more modern — mainly because it was informal. They were really 
doing the first open-plan houses, using a lot of glass and natural light. 
The concepts that we learned from those architects are part of the foun- 
dation of what we are designing everyday. So it's a process of taking 
those philosophies and letting them become unique to a new place and 
become part of a new language that is not being done intentionally, but is 


being done philosophically." 


"The Shipp residence borrows from the great traditions of Europe, but 
it's reinterpreted and made to work for a modern-day family that has a 
totally different lifestyle than people did at the turn of the 20th century," 
says Dungan. "You borrow some ingredients from over here and over 
there, but in the end, after it comes through your unique filter and passes 
through the filter of the client, it's a new thing. 

"And in the end, it's really about the client — I always remind people 
that I’m never going to live in the place I’m designing. I’m doing it for 
them, not for me.” 

This client-centered approach may best be evidenced by the design of a 
residence for the Birmingham-based interior designer Richard Tubb. 
Completed in 2005, the 3,000-sq.ft., three bedroom house is purposely 
simple with clean lines — almost stark in the interior. “With interiors, I feel 
that it’s incumbent on me to create a certain amount of sex appeal,” says 
Dungan. “But in this case, since Richard is such a talented interior design- 
er, I wanted to allow him do things to the interior that were to his liking. 
So instead of using the architecture to create interest, I took a step back and 
made it a little bit more like a museum — the museum itself is not the thing 
that’s being honored; what’s being honored is what is inside the museum. 

“It’s very simple with great proportions and great lines. Every time I 
went over there during construction, I thought it looked good, but that it 
was almost boring on the inside. I had to remind myself that I did it on 
purpose, that Richard was going to get inside and it was going to be great." 

Other significant custom residences include the Dickinson residence, a 
gingerbread-looking cottage on a mountain in nearby Springville; the Black 
residence, а 5,500-sq.ft., four-bedroom limestone house 
overlooking a lake in Oak Mountain, AL; and the Bodnar res- 
idence, an old Pennsylvania barn that was taken apart, relo- 
cated to Trussville, AL, and converted into a 3,300-sq.ft., 
four-bedroom residence. “We took all of the old barn siding 
and used it for the interior walls, so when you're inside, you 
feel like you're in an historical structure," says Nequette. 
"Then we wrapped it in cedar and put a copper roof on it. It's 
still very barn-like, but it's a ‘residential’ barn."

New Urbanism 


In recent years, Dungan Nequette has become increasingly involved with 
New Urbanist developments, providing planning and design for new tra- 
ditional communities throughout the Southeast, including the Alabama 
developments of Mt. Laurel, The Preserve and Ross Bridge and the 
Florida developments of WaterColor, WaterSound, Alys Beach and 
Rosemary Beach. In many of these developments, the firm has been called 
on repeatedly to provide additional designs after initial projects have been 
completed. In addition to the fire station at Mt. Laurel, for instance, the 
firm has designed a significant portion of the commercial downtown area, 
a collection of three-bedroom cottages, a 30,000-sq.ft. office building, 
two live/work buildings and two beach clubs and is currently working on 
a church for the development. 

Designing to New Urbanist codes can sometimes run counter to the 
instincts of a firm that, as Nequette says, "doesn't really play by the rules." 
"In some of these developments where they create really tight codes,” he 
says, "they become a little too mono-themed, with everything blending 
together and nothing standing out. It's equally as bad if nothing stands out 
as if everything stands out. So we try to break from the norm — we try to 
find a way to do the 'spice' style. The key is to build relationships with 
developers so you understand what they are trying to achieve and they 
start to trust in your design ability. Because, truly, the reason for these 
codes is more to control the bad design than inhibit the good design." 

"It can be very challenging at times, because we push the envelope a lit- 
tle bit, and sometimes the envelope pushes back,” says Dungan. “But the 
code really just adds another criterion to the design list. We've got the 
client, their needs, their budget, their desires, and we've got our own 
ideas about what is good, and now we have another group of people that 
we have to work with and satisfy. To me, it's fun — it adds another level of 
rigor to the process." 

At Rosemary Beach, Dungan Nequette recently designed the 57,000- 
sq.ft., multi-family Private Residence Club, which is composed of 16

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two-bedroom, two-and-a-half-bath units. The hurricane-resistant concrete 
structure includes a common courtyard with a reflecting pool and private 


porches concealed by extensive Ipe shutters. Features include below-grade 
parking, a theater and a rooftop pool deck with views of the Gulf of 
Mexico. "The thing that I love about Rosemary Beach is that they are very 
mature in how they approach design," says Dungan. "They realize that in 
places they can loosen the strings in order to do something great that is 
quietly outside of the parameters of what they normally do. They realize 
that there is the letter of the law and there is the spirit of the law, and they 
can set aside some of the letter of the law for the greater good." 

For the Birmingham development of Ross Bridge, Dungan Nequette 
created ten 4,000- to 5,000-sq.ft. village-center homes based on turn-of- 
the-century railroad resort towns. *We looked to Ashville, NC, from 1860 
to 1930 for a lot of the background, because it's Southern, it's mountain- 
ous and it's got a lot of the same vernacular materials and language,” says 
Nequette. The Grand Avenue homes are a cross section of historical styles, 
from Classical to Georgian and an almost Adirondack design, creating 
what Nequette calls “a delightful mix.” 

At The Preserve, a TND in Montgomery, AL, ground is about to break 
on a large live/work building, the first of about a dozen town-center 
structures that Dungan Nequette will play a large part in designing. *They 
want to create a simple, quaint, traditional Southern-small-town down- 
town area," says Nequette. *The big challenge today is taking things that 
feel comfortable because they have historical connotations and designing 
them to meet today's codes. With a live/work building — this has com- 
mercial spaces on the first floor and residences above — it basically has to 
maintain, from a code point of view, a condominium designation. It's a

complicated building, but the residences are true to the elevations front to 
back, and they have garages in the back." 


The Planning Process 


Dungan and Nequette estimate that planning now comprises about 20 
percent of the firm's work, emphasizing that they approach it from an 
architectural perspective. *We see it in three dimensions — we sketch the 
village or the streetscape and then determine what size lots are needed to 
pull it off,” says Nequette. “It’s not a process of looking at it from a birds- 
eye view and drawing roads. Probably the best influence is Frederick Law 
Olmsted. He was creating scenes — he sketched scenes and then designed 
the plan to create that scene. It's no different from the way that we 
approach planning." 

“I do feel that we have a certain ability to visualize, and I think vision is 
important," says Dungan. *I don't see it as a process of laying the roads out 
and then sticking buildings in the leftover spaces — it's a process of con- 
ceiving it at one time in a three-dimensional way." 

Dungan Nequette has brought that vision to bear in planning several 
recent developments, including Edenton Village, in Birmingham; 
Creekside of Auburn, in Auburn, AL; Silverock Cove, which is on Smith 
Lake in Cullman County, AL; and Chanticleer, a French-inspired develop- 
ment in Montgomery that will be breaking ground in late 2007. As with 
all of the firm’s work, the user’s experience is paramount to the planning 
process. “Whether it’s a custom house or a community master plan,” says 
Nequette, “we conceive of the experience we want the user to have in a 
space, whether it’s inside or outside, and then create the environment, 
create the experience.” m

New Urbanism’s 


Diversity and affordability are conspicuously absent in many New Urbanist developments. By Emily Talen 


Within neighborhoods, a broad range of housing types and price levels can bring peo- 
ple of diverse ages, races and incomes into daily interaction, strengthening the personal 
and civic bonds essential to an authentic community. — CNU Charter principle XIII 


recent survey of the affordability of a sample of 152 New 
Urbanist developments or Traditional Neighborhood Develop- 
ments (TNDs) from around the country revealed that 90 per- 
4. № cent of them would not be affordable to someone making the 
average teacher's salary for a given locality. This is unsurprising, as two 
decades of New Urbanist developments have demonstrated that providing 
a quality public realm, a mix of unit types, good walkability and communi- 
ty facilities can quickly result in housing priced out of reach of the very mix 
of society it was intended to foster. This situation forces all of us to con- 
front a basic malfunction in American city design: good urban places often 
fail to be inclusive. 

This lack of social integration in New Urbanist developments is a major 


problem. After all, New Urbanism was the movement that vowed to do 
something about concentrated poverty by creating mixed-income neighbor- 
hoods. It was this group that was pushing the idea that diversity is essential 
for good urbanism, and that the concentration of poverty in the inner city 
and the spread of affluent, homogenous suburbs at the periphery are two 
sides of the same coin. It was — and still is — an admirable, socially progres- 
sive idea, but now the time has come to take stock of where this idea is going 
and to consider whether the present situation of building walkable places 
that exclude low- and even middle-income groups can be turned around. 

Empirical conditions make this imperative, because affordable housing is 
in a state of crisis in the U.S. This is based on the twin facts that the number 
of families with critical housing needs has increased and the number of avail- 
able affordable units has decreased. The 2005 report on housing affordabil- 
ity released by the National Low Income Housing Coalition states that “the 
vast majority of American renter families (81 percent) live in counties in 
which a two-bedroom apartment at the Fair Market Rent is unaffordable to 
a family with two full-time minimum-wage earners.” Statistics about the 
problem of affordable-housing options for the “work force,” let alone poor 
people, are stated every day by hundreds of organizations analyzing similar 
sets of numbers. The conclusions are always the same: it is becoming ex- 
tremely difficult for people to find decent housing at affordable prices. 
Unfortunately, and ironically, New Urbanism is seen by many in the hous- 
ing field as being part of the problem, not the solution. 


Whose Problem? 

Since there are no easy solutions, the simple idea of maintaining a neigh- 
borhood for “a broad range of housing types and price levels” quickly de- 
volves into a fight over who is supposed to pay for affordable housing. New 
Urbanist developers are unhappy about being the ones to bear the cost via 
inclusionary zoning policies. Inclusionary zoning advocates counter this by 
stating that the increases in densities that New Urbanist developers enjoy 
should only be given with a commensurate promise of affordability. Some

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say the problem is too much regulation, while others say the problem is not 
enough regulation. Some dream of a design response, whereby affordabil- 
ity is "designed in" and policy requirements become unnecessary. Some 
care only about keeping costs down, regardless of design or neighborhood 
context. Some argue that residents of New Urbanist communities should 
never be prevented from realizing the profits their investment in New 
Urbanism is likely to yield. Others say that that is an indication that design- 
ing for diversity can never hold. 

Everyone involved in this debate needs to make sure that they under- 
stand one simple reality: Affordable housing in highly desirable locations 
(like New Urbanist TNDs) goes against the basic principles of land eco- 
nomics in the U.S. As a result, affordability and TNDs are at odds in a free 
market. And if the neighborhood is walkable, beautiful and well serviced 
by stores, schools and transit, demand for such places will quickly escalate 
housing costs and turn the neighborhood white and affluent. Affordable 
housing in desirable locations requires skimming off the top and redistrib- 
uting wealth in some form. In Europe that may be the most normal thing in 
the world, but in the U.S., it's un-American. 


The Elusive Solution 

To avoid the messy debates over wealth redistribution, many New Urbanist 
architects and developers take the minimalist response, dreaming of a 
design solution to the problem — *let the market address affordability,”

they say. Their view is that it is enough for New Urbanism to construct 
the proper physical parameters of urbanism. It is, after all, a design move- 
ment. The main objective should be to prepare the “inaugural condition” 
(a term used often by Andrés Duany), a condition that will eventually, it 
is hoped, evolve into diversity by virtue of its having laid down the prop- 
er forms and patterns believed to be most conducive to it. 

The Katrina Cottage is one design solution. Accessory units over gara- 
ges are another. Manufactured housing, use of innovative materials, alley 
apartments, granny flats, carpet housing and various other ways of fitting 
units into all sorts of tight or forgotten spaces are proposed. These are 
all good ideas, but if the context and location of these dwellings is not 
considered or provided for, the logic of New Urbanism is violated. In 
New Urbanism, the value of place is not the individual home, it is its con- 
text: the beautiful public realm, the access to stores, the civic infrastruc- 
ture and the safe eyes-on-the-street neighborhood. These conditions ride 
with the land, not the individual unit. The source of increasing housing 
cost is therefore land cost, not unit cost. It is demand driven, not supply 
driven. Putting a manufactured house on a lot in Santa Barbara will never 
make it affordable. 

Any economist will tell you that the only way to achieve affordable 
housing through market mechanisms is if there is an oversupply. Hous- 
ing developers, on the other hand, are not keen on pursuing oversup- 
ply. They want tight supply precisely because they want to keep demand 
high. Therefore, the solution of enticing developers to saturate the mar- 
ket to the point that housing in walkable neighborhoods can be kept 
affordable is not likely to succeed anytime soon. 

New Urbanists are thus forced to confront the paradoxical nature 
of their goals: amenity-rich places command a high price. The laws of 
supply and demand, together with weak affordable-housing subsidies, 
have ensured a lack of real diversity despite the inclusion of mixed 
housing types. 

So what’s the solution? Can we ever accomplish the goal of building 
walkable, compact, diverse and affordable neighborhoods? Can we insist 
on civic quality and keep it within reach of all classes? I think there are 
at least two things the New Urbanists can and should be doing. In many 
cases, they already are. 


Advocacy 

First, New Urbanists need to “turn up the volume” on the issue gener- 
ally, especially among developers. Let developers know that simply build- 
ing the right container, if it is only for wealthy people, does not produce 
New Urbanism. It produces a nicely designed enclave for wealthy peo- 
ple and nothing more. The job of New Urbanism is to make sure that

social diversity stays front and center as a goal in American city-building of 
all kinds, from new greenfield projects to infill developments. 

This does not mean that the New Urbanists need to be the ones creat- 
ing new types of affordable-housing proposals or programs. The special 
role of the New Urbanists is that they are the ones working on the issue of 
affordable housing within the context of walkable neighborhoods. There 
are no other groups as dedicated to the connection between neighborhood, 
design and social objectives. The importance of context is what the New 
Urbanists were born to promulgate. Organizations like Policy Link and the 
Institute for Community Economics are developing the program particu- 
lars, figuring out the most cost-effective ways for developers to build af- 
fordably and figuring out how to involve the non-profit sector. The Urban 
Land Institute just developed a Toolkit for developing workforce housing 
that reviews a wide variety of planning and regulatory approaches. And local 
planners and housing advocates are by now well-schooled in the political 
battles that need to be fought — getting the “sticks” and the “carrots” passed 
in their local communities and trying to make these programs and policies 
palatable. The special role for the New Urbanists should be to support all of 
these efforts by sensitizing the development community to the need for 
affordability and the need to partner with the various policies, programs and 
strategies that it requires. 

Policy makers also need sensitizing. In much the same way that the New 
Urbanists have infiltrated and worked to redress the regulatory requirements 
in the transportation field, they can connect with affordable-housing advo- 
cates to institute better design standards. It has been noted, for example, that 
tax-credit financing in some states mandates designs that run counter to walk- 
able urbanism. And as policy makers envision new strategies for increasing the 
supply of affordable housing, New Urbanism can help them factor in the es- 
sential role of neighborhood context. For example, Cook County in Illinois 
is promoting an Affordable Housing Action Plan that involves preserving 
75,000 affordable rental units by 2020. Its basic strategy is to ensure that 
properties that are currently affordable (they may be HUD-regulated or tax- 
credit properties) don’t become prohibitively expensive when their assistance 
runs out. This is the kind of program that New Urbanism could assist: What 
is the neighborhood context of these units? What could be done to ensure the 
units also have walkable access to what is needed for daily living? How is new, 
adjacent development kept compatible? What kinds of code revisions are 
needed to help these units stay well integrated from a design point of view? 

Here are some other specific ideas about how New Urbanists can “turn up 
the volume”: 


* Institute a certification process for New Urbanist projects, whereby proj- 
ects are denied certification if they fail to be inclusive. 

* Sponsor regular conferences that put social-policy advocates and urban 
designers in the same room and focus on ways each group can help 
the other. 

* Invite housing advocates to Congress for the New Urbanism (CNU) 
conferences and make sure they are fully engaged with New Urbanist 
leadership. 

* Ask CNU's membership to fund a demonstration project that could be 
used to work through the ins and outs of creating a truly socially diverse 
New Urbanist community. 

* Award any New Urbanist development that meets its social diversity 
objectives. 

* Keep track of New Urbanist progress in meeting social diversity goals by 
setting quantifiable measures: How is the market behaving in terms of pro- 
viding affordability and housing for a range of incomes in New Urbanist 
developments? Can we find evidence that as the market provision of New 
Urbanism grows in some regions so does its ability to retain affordability 
for a range of people? Within what specific contexts — regions, financial 
schemes, amenity packages — is the mix most likely to sustain? 


Then there are the success stories to herald and emulate. Of the 450-plus 
neighborhood-scale New Urbanist projects in the U.S. in various phases of 
development, possibly 15 to 20 percent of them make use of some sort of 
government or quasi-government program in order to incorporate afford- 
able housing. This includes, most notably, Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment's HOPE VI projects. New Urbanists should investigate what projects 
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There is no problem keeping places both walkable and affordable if government 
subsidies are involved. New Urbanists have been highly adept at designing feder- 
ally subsidized mixed-income developments for the HOPE VI program, like the 
Martin Luther King Plaza Neighborhood Revitalization project in Philadelphia, 
PA, by Silver Spring, MD-based architect and planner Torti Gallas and Partners.

have been most successful in combining programs to produce stable, 
mixed-income developments. A lot can be learned by interviewing suc- 
cessful mixed-income developers and consolidating the lessons learned. 
There still isn't good information on current mixed-income New Urbanist 
projects, how they are structured financially, what subsidies they have made 
most use of, what groups they have partnered with (CDCs, land trusts, 
etc.) and how, and whether, things might have been done differently. 


The Complexity of Diversity 
New Urbanists also have a critical role to play in insisting that affordabil- 
ity not be viewed simplistically. Charter principle XIII is no simple mat- 
ter. Maintaining a mix of income, ages and races and ethnicities is not just 
about figuring out which housing assistance program to push for. Fitting 
a diverse group of people into one neighborhood requires thinking about 
what each group needs and how those diverse needs can be sustained in a 
walkable environment, not to mention a consideration of how the diverse 
groups are supposed to get along, how its residents are supposed to work 
together to make the neighborhood collectively effective and how the 
neighborhood is supposed to maintain itself in the long term. 

Diversity in the context of New Urbanism is therefore not just about 
government subsidies for poor people (although that is one important as- 
pect) — it is much more fundamental. At the neighborhood scale, a range of 
people need to live in proximity to each other to create the kind of social 
complexity, varied patterns of land use, varied activity patterns and local- 
ized economic interdependencies that urbanism, to be successful, requires. 
This is the lesson New Urbanists learned and absorbed from Jane Jacobs. 

When it comes to housing affordability, New Urbanists have a unique 
perspective to offer that goes well beyond the simple provision of housing 
as a discrete commodity. Most important- 
ly, affordable housing in New Urbanism 
is seen within the context of neighbor- 
hood design, where pedestrian quality, 
the provision of public space and walka- 
ble access to services become an essential 
part of the affordability equation. HOPE 
VI amply demonstrated the potential of 
New Urbanism to foster livable, mixed- 
income neighborhoods. There, the em- 
phasis was on mix rather than any one 
form of housing by itself. 

This focus on context provides a way 
of making socially mixed places desirable. 
One of the tragedies of affordable hous- 
ing in this country has been the inability 
of people to accept such housing in their 
neighborhoods. Neighborhood preserva- 
tion efforts are often little more than 
attempts to keep poor people out. New 
Urbanism can provide models that show 
that inclusive neighborhoods are desirable 
neighborhoods — that providing for low- 
income households in affluent places can 
indeed work. If low-income people need 
to engage in income-generating activities 
in their homes — small businesses like ap- 
pliance repair or tailoring — New Urban- 
ism can help show how design can be 
leveraged to make those kinds of activi- 
ties perfectly acceptable in a neighborhood 
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context. New Urbanists can demonstrate how a neighborhood that is open 
to a range of groups translates to improvements in neighborhood services 
for all groups; how a mix of uses that is good for the economic vitality of a 
neighborhood adds interest and opportunity for every resident; how diver- 
sity can help stimulate an expanded set of locally-based social networks, 
which may be viewed positively by many residents. And they can show the 
practical benefits: Diverse people are more likely to have diverse schedules, 
thereby increasing the ability of the neighborhood to informally patrol its 
streets at all times of the day. And they can argue that if a community wants 
to retain affordability for its children, the workforce and the elderly, and 
not have them segregated in low-income sections of town, they are going to 
have to help support neighborhood-level diversity. 

The New Urbanists have had some success pushing the idea that afford- 
ability is not only about a rent or a mortgage — it is also about access to 
resources, especially public transportation. They have argued that if people 
are able to live close to where they work, shop and go to school, they will 
save money. This does not increase affordability of housing per se, but it does 
provide a different kind of metric for determining how families ought to be 
calculating what they can afford. It elevates the importance of living close to 
services — in other words, living more sustainably. It draws attention to the 
fact that innovations like location-efficient mortgages and the elimination of 
parking requirements for downtown housing can help people move to more 
walkable, centrally located neighborhoods. 


Keeping Ideals Alive 

It is essential for everyone involved in the arduous task of making places both 
walkable and inclusive that they not lose hope. They should realize that we 
have not been at this for very long. It's not like we have been struggling for 
centuries to build the socially inclusive neighborhood or community — а 
physical infrastructure that could actively support the highly pluralized soci- 
ety we are. As of yet, there is no justification for throwing in the towel. It is 
a relatively new kind of challenge. Cities of old allowed rich and poor to live 
side by side, but social distance was maintained through a myriad of social 
protocols. For a century, we have been breaking those controls down, 
through civil rights, worker's rights, women's rights and gay rights. We are 
essentially looking for the physical city that sustains the gains in social equal- 
ization. Unfortunately, social mobility has been increasingly equated with 
spatial distancing, and the form of contemporary cities has only made it that 
much easier to separate rather than integrate. At its finest, New Urbanism is 
our best hope for trying to thwart that insipid spatial logic. 

New Urbanists can not afford to be ambiguous about achieving their 
affordability goals. They can not continue to measure their success on the 
basis of form only. Every time there is a project bearing the name "New 
Urbanism,” there should be an assessment of its inclusiveness. Getting the 
project to be inclusive will involve implementing a whole range of strate- 
gies, from the involvement of non-profit developers and community trusts 
to the need to cut through red tape and eliminate regulatory barriers. If 
New Urbanists want to adhere to their charter and its eloquent goals, they 
will have to break with their design-centric past and delve into the messy 
business of building — and getting — places that are truly inclusive. New 
Urbanists must come to see real diversity as essential to giving weight and 
substance to the beauty of their designs. m

The Traditional Building Conference and 
Exhibition, the Preservation Resource Center 
of New Orleans and architect David P. Dillard 
combine to restore a hurricane-battered house 
in the historic Holy Cross neighborhood of 
New Orleans, LA. 


When Hurricane Katrina made landfall on 
August 29, 2005, it devastated the city of 
New Orleans. Subsequent flooding from the 
failure of many of the levee systems then 
exacerbated the destruction. Less than a 
month later, on September 24, Hurricane Rita 
hit the area. Combined, the storms destroyed 
more than 275,000 homes and 18,000 com- 
mercial and public buildings statewide. Since 
the devastation, reconstruction has been 
slow but progress is being made as the region 
embarks on the largest housing program the 
country has ever seen. 

Numerous design professionals, govern- 
ment and non-profit agencies and others 
are joining together to aid in the rebuilding 
process. Restore Media's Traditional Build- 
ing Exhibition and Conference, together with 
the Preservation Resource Center (PRC) and 
architect David P. Dillard, both of New Orleans, 
are combining their talents and resources 
to restore a ca. 1870 double-shotgun house 
in New Orleans’ historic Holy Cross neigh- 
borhood. Dr. Eugene Cizek, Ph.D., FAIA, 
served as the initial preservation advisor for 
the project. 

Holy Cross, located along the Mississippi 
River downriver from the French Quarter, 
was hard hit by the storms, affected both by 
the heavy winds and flooding from breeches 
in the Industrial Canal levees. A neighbor- 
hood of mostly single-family houses that 
date from the mid-19th to the 20th century, 
Holy Cross was home to low- and middle- 
class residents. Many of them have not 
returned, and the vacant houses are prone to 
decay, fire, squatters and theft of their archi- 
tectural elements. 

By restoring one house in the Holy Cross 
neighborhood, the team hopes to renew inter- 
est in the area and be the impetus for the 
maintenance and restoration of other houses 
in the city. "The project demonstrates how the 
city's damaged historic fabric can be preserved 
and brought back to life despite the ravage of 
Hurricane Katrina," says Eric Peterson, director 
of the Traditional Building Exhibition. 

The team first discussed the project in 
2006 when Stephanie Bruno, director of the 
PRC's Operation Comeback program, led a 
tour of the devastated areas, showcasing the 
number of properties the PRC had acquired 
in Holy Cross after hurricanes Katrina and 
Rita. The PRC had acquired the house in 
2005 to ensure that it wouldn't be demol- 
ished. "Operation Comeback, which was 
founded in 1988, promotes the purchase 
and renovation of vacant historic proper- 
ties," says Bruno. "And this house could be 
one of the oldest homes remaining in this 
area of the neighborhood." 

The house, at 4804 Dauphine Street, occu- 
pies a 60x100-ft. corner lot with access to the 
Mississippi River levee and dramatic views of 
downtown. But even before Hurricane 
Katrina devastated the city, the house was a 
shadow of its original self. Years of alterations 
had resulted in the replacement of its wood

windows with aluminum units and its original 
wood front-porch columns with steel posts. 
Originally a four-room cottage with a two- 
room accessory building, the two structures 
were later combined to form a four-room- 
deep double shotgun. "The buildings were 
once separated by a porch," says Dillard. 
"We could tell that the house had been 
changed by the newer materials found in 
that section." The team accessed Sanborn 
maps that show how the house was situated 
on the site and how it changed over time. 
Information was also gleaned from aerial 
photographs and an old survey. 

When Hurricane Katrina hit, flood waters 
from the Industrial Canal inundated the 
neighborhood and the finished floor of the 
Dauphine Street house lay under 3 ft. of 
water. While the floor structure remained 
intact, the water caused damage to the 
flooring, doors, wood wainscoting and elec- 
trical boxes. The winds uprooted a 60-ton 
pecan tree, which fell onto the roof, splitting 
it open. 

Since the house had lost much of its orig- 
inal detailing, the style of the home was not 
clearly evident. Dillard surmises that it was 
probably Greek Revival rather than 
Victorian, which is common in the area. It is 
framed in fir barge board, a type of wood 
that was salvaged from barges that carried 
goods down the Mississippi River. The barge 
board, measuring 12 to 24 in. wide and 
approximately 172 in. thick, serves as both 
the structure and the enclosure. "It's not 
only economically efficient because it's a sal- 
vaged material," says Dillard, "but it also 
served as a very good material for a hurricane- 
prone area. Because of its thickness, barge 
board is virtually projectile proof. And the ver- 
tically arranged boards have a unique fea- 
ture - when the wood was used for a barge, 
the knot holes were plugged with wooden 
pegs, which can still be made out on the 
interior of the house." 

The exterior walls were covered with lapped 
wood siding and the interior walls are a mix- 
ture of exposed, lime-wash-finished and wall- 
papered barge boards. Dillard assessed what 
original materials could be salvaged; they 
included the fir barge-board siding; the portion 
of rough-textured, large-dimension cypress 
roof framing that was not damaged; and the 
heart-pine flooring. Original detailing — includ- 
ing wainscoting and other molding, wood win- 
dow sashes and frames, fireplace mantels, a 
decorative wood panel front door with a tran- 
som, interior door frames with transom win- 
dows, tongue-and-groove wood ceilings and 
exterior wood weatherboards – is in the pro- 
cess of bring repaired and reused whenever 
feasible. "The original fabric of the building 
will be preserved to the greatest extent possi- 
ble," says Peterson. 

For areas that needed repair, Dillard spec- 
ified reclaimed lumber or synthetic materials 
where compatible with the original fabric. 
"We viewed this as a preservation project,” 
says Dillard, "but we needed replacement 
materials in some instances and decided to 
use some synthetics." The roofing has the 
appearance of slate, but it is in actuality 
ceramic tile; the columns, which replicate 
the originals, are polymer resin/glass fiber 
and not wood. A small amount of insulation

was installed and new systems consistent 
with contemporary codes were introduced. 

A new floor plan was developed to marry 
the original house and accessory building 
while also addressing the memory of the for- 
mer. "The PRC was instrumental in coming 
up with the initial floor-plan design," says 
Dillard. "we reclaimed the area that used to 
be a porch for service functions. By turning 
the porch into closets and [two full] bath- 
rooms, the original room volumes and pro- 
portions could be retained." To symbolically 
express the space between the original 
house and its accessory building, the team 
designed a screened porch for the area just 
northwest of the old porch. 

The accessory structure now houses a 
bedroom and a kitchen and the front four 
rooms are now a living room, dining room,

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study/guest bedroom and master bedroom. 
The non-original shed addition to the rear of 
the building was removed and original door- 
ways at the rear elevation were restored. 
The house will serve as a demonstration 
project at the fall 2007 Traditional Building 
Exhibition and Conference. Held at the 
Ernest N. Morial Convention Center in New 
Orleans from October 17-20, the exhibition 
will incorporate seminars, workshops and 
tours of the Traditional Building Operation 
Comeback House.

successful marriage of architectural styles requires a deep 
understanding of each style and a high degree of confidence in 
the execution of the design. A Low Country Greek plantation 
house completed last year on Spring Island, SC, stands as a rare 
instance of success in this regard — a success attributable to the architects 
and planners of the Peachtree City, GA-based firm Historical Concepts. 
Founded by James L. Strickland in 1982, Historical Concepts is a multi- 
discipline firm that utilizes traditional principles of architectural planning 
and design in new construction. With the creation of the clients’ 5,561 -sq.ft. 
house, the firm shows its signature skill of blending tradition and imagina- 
tion. “One of the owners had grown up in Newnan, GA, a town with a lot 
of great old Greek Revival houses, and he would walk past these houses and 
think about how he would one day like to live in a similar house,” says 
Aaron Daily, who led the design team for the project. “His wife, on the 
other hand, really fell in love with the architectural style of Spring Island, 
the Low Country coastal vernacular, which features a lot of porches, big 
openings and high ceilings.” 
Combining two styles that share some basic elements but are often 
articulated differently from one another was a challenge. Greek Revival is 
very symmetrical and formal, while the Low Country style tends to be 


just the opposite: asymmetrical and relatively informal. “We didn’t want 
the house to have two completely different characters,” says Daily, “but

did want to create somewhat different feels to accommodate ev erybody's 
needs. Making a successful transition from formal to informal was perhaps 
the biggest challenge in designing this home." 

The solution was as simple as it was inspired: different sides of the 
house were designed to express its varying styles. The front of the house 
is symmetrical, but the porches on the side and back break up the mass- 
ing. When approaching the house from the rear, it is less formal, taking on 
more of the casual Low Country character. 

The architectural elements also vary depending on their positioning. 
From the front, the residence is a textbook example of a grand Greek 
Revival home — meticulously symmetrical, with large w ы s, an elabo- 
rate door surround and a series of carefully placed columns. Yet even here, 
there are already quiet hints of the Low Country style, in the hand- 
crimped cooper roof, operable louvered shutters and pier foundation. 

A pier foundation is a Low Country staple, intended to improve venti- 
lation сара and under a house; here it also served to ease the house's 
blend of styles without detracting from the formality of the front eleva- 
tion. “This particular foundation is actually a sealed, conditioned crawl- 
space," says Daily. *We wanted the open-pier look of the Low Country 
vernacular, but we sealed it in to deal with the humidity of the coastal 
environment." The pervasive humidity of that region also informed the 
selection of materials throughout the exterior. “Еу erything on the exteri- 
or of the house was chosen to reduce maintenance; 'says Daily. Historical 
such as cellular PVC for the 
trim, which does not expand and contract as much as wood does — or

natural materials that are very resistant to decay and mildew, such as Ipe 
wood for the porch flooring. 

The design of the house was also somewhat dictated by the existence of 
a guest house and garage that were already on the site. Given the existing 
structures and setback regulations, there was limited space remaining in 
which to place the house. Historical Conc epts situated the house on one 
of the only locations available, a natural low spot on the site. “We were 
actually able to use that sunken spot to our advantage,” says Daily, “by low- 
ering the court in front of the house.” The formality of the front facade 
called for proportions that would have e put the home in conflict with local 
height restrictions. “By lowering the front court with an imperceptible 
slope, we were able to achieve both goals,” says Daily. “We took what was 
a perceived negative and worked it to our adv antage.” 

Accommodating the guest house and garage к brought up the issue 
of style. "The first design issue we had to deal with was har to design the 
site so that the existing structures, although secondary in stature, would 
still complement the new home and the overall compound,” says Daily. 
Rather than try to match the existing style, Historical Conc epts designed 
the main house separate from influences fom the outbuildings. The firm 
then used complementary exterior paint colors to update and tie in the 
guest house and garage with the main house. The firm also collaborated 
with landscape architect Don Hooten of Decatur, GA, to slightly shield 
the outbuildings and focus attention on the house. 

The house’s initial impression of gr andiosity is evoked not only by its 
elegant Greek Revival formality, but also by its “fictional” history. This 
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This small foyer space with its deep elliptical casing provides a frame for the impressive stairway. At left and right are detailed panels that conceal an 


elevator and a coat closet. 


impression was carefully worked into the house's design, with wings on 
either side that are suggestive of sympathetic additions that had been built 
onto the residence over the years. The back porch appears to have “origi- 
nally" spanned the entirety of the rear facade, with portions filled in with 
either screening or glass as the requirements for the home changed over 
time. “That’s very characteristic of how we approach the design — especial- 
ly with a large home like this one,” explains Daily. “Our goal is always to cre- 


ate a new house that looks like it's been there for a long time, and one of 


our strategies, which we call ‘generational architecture, is to create the look 
that the house might have been added to or modified over time, through the 
use of varying mater ials, varying scales and slight variations in sty le." 

The generational- architecture strategy was also employed on the inte- 
rior to enhance the blend of Greek Revival and Low Country styles. “Аз 
you move from the front of the house towards the rear, there are elements 
that tend to get a little less formal," Daily notes. The stair hall is formal, 
as is the great room in the back, but as one moves into the den or the 
hearth room and kitchen, the spaces are softened and more relaxed. It 
again steps down in formality from the kitchen to the mudroom. 

The most interesting use of generational architecture is the story sur- 
rounding three chimneys that come from the great room and the screened 
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porch on the side. In an original design, the flues came up right through the 
master bathroom and took up a lot of space, so Historical Concepts decided 
to split them to go around the shower in the master bathroom. “We incor- 
porated some of the chimney,” says Chris Carrigan, a member of Historical 
Concepts' design team, "again playing into the idea that the porch had been 
filled in to accommodate a large master bath, and therefore the shower had 
to be built around the existing brick." This also allowed Historical Concepts 
to keep the chimneys symmetrical along the front elevation. 
Contemporary technology is integrated without compromising the 
house's traditional design features: There is an elevator, but it was incor- 
porated in such a way that it is essentially concealed behind paneling. “The 
general contractor, Pinc kney Brothers of Hilton Head, SC, is a family 
team of craftsman who are skilled at executing even the most challenging 
details,” says Daily. “The carpenters did a spectacular job of cutting all the 
trim and working with the hinges to make them as invisible as possible.” 
Completed in 2006, the Spring Island residence satisfies not only the 
needs of the clients but also regional building restrictions, the physical 
limitations of the site and the character of pre-existing structures. It is 
also a rare happy marriage of Classical formality and vernacular infor-

arwick Grove in Warwick, NY, is a new 

traditional neighborhood about 55 miles 

north of New York City. Designed for ac- 

tive older adults, the dev elopment is part 
of a village that already offers an array of shops, galleries, 
restaurants, walkable streets and a mix of architectural 
styles in the heart of the Hudson Valley. 

The master plan for Warwick Grove, a New Urbanist 
"Traditional Neighborhood Development (TND), was cre- 
ated bv Duany Plater- Zyberk & Company of Miami, FL. 
It calls for approximately 215 units with a mix of styles 
and sizes, ranging from single-family homes to tow nhous- 
es and elevator-served condominiums, Following TND 
guidelines, the development emphasizes the community 
as much as the individual home, with a v illage green, post 
office and community center. 

А number of the new traditionally styled single- family 
production homes have been designed by Donald Pow- 
ers Architects (DPA) of Prov idence, RI. The firm special- 
izes in TND planning and moderately scaled traditional 
homes, and has designed other production models for 
the community. 

DPA has, in fact, designe d the majority of the homes in 
Warwick Grove. ‘ "Ther e are eight different floor plans for 
the single- family detached homes of Warwick Grove, each 
with iude or four renditions in differ ent styles id dif- 
ferent looks,” says Powers. “A whole street often repre- iii vum reme a 
sents only re different floor plans, but there's alot of № к 

variety because of the different options available with 
each plan. One of our challenges was how to achieve the 

variety you would see in a traditional neighborhood. We 
have been able to do that by designing several different 
styles for each of the floor- -plan types. 

"The Edenville represents one of the floor-plan types. 
Within that type, several styles are available: Georgian, 
Federal and something we call American Cottage. The 
simplest style is the Federal with stacked, often symmet-

hallmarks of the style. The Georgian version employs more robust trim 
and columns. The American Cottage version offers a variety of different 
roof lines and materials and draws from the more casual and playful exam- 
ples of Queen Anne and Shingle Styles seen in the area.’ 

Other single-family models DPA has designed for Warwick Grove 
include the York, the Warwick, the Bellvale and the Pine Cottage. At ap- 
proximately 1,855 sq.ft., the Bellv ale is the smallest of these single-family 
homes, and фә 2,285-sq. ft. Edenville is mid-sized. Like all of the ‚ homes in 
Warwick Grove, the Edenville is smaller than typical new suburban homes. 
“The Edenville is about two-thirds the size of a typical new suburban home," 
says Powers. "The rooms are all scaled exactly to what they need to be for 
the furnishings, and no larger. You can snug the room right up to the furni- 
ture and have a comfortable room that is not bigger than it needs to be. 

“This market is downsizing, but there are certain things they don't want 
to lose — Grandma's hutch, for example. So the dining rooms are sized for 
the table, chairs and a little extra room for that heirloom piece that no mat- 
ter how much they downsize they would not want to give up." 

In accommodating the needs of an “active adult" market while maintain- 
ing a traditionally organized streetscape, DPA faced a number of design 
challenges. One of these was the market requirement of a first-floor mas- 
ter bedroom and bathroom instead of the more traditional second-floor 
bedrooms. Another was including an attached garage, instead of putting a

separate garage in the back of the house where it would typically be in an 
older neighborhood. 

“The design of this house is an example of using traditional architectural 
language and syntax to solve a very contemporary problem," says Powers. 
*With the older active market, you ‘have certain constraints in the floor plan 
that you wouldn't usually have in a traditional home. 

*We took that modern program and married it to a traditional neighbor- 
hood. The challenge was to create a building plan that solves the contemporary 
problems with a building form that can make a very satisfying neighborhood. 
The plan can never be thought of independently from the street. A typical 
development with typical architecture sells only the house, but in Warwick 
Grove, the biggest ‘feature’ of this i is, in fact, its neighborhood.” 

The compact, but open, floor plan carefülly overlaps spaces to provide 
a balance of defined rooms and more open, flowing spaces. To balance pub- 
lic and private spaces, Powers put the public rooms — the living room, 
kitchen and dining room — at the front of the house, with the master bed- 
room and bath at the rear of the house. “We put the public rooms in the 
front of the house in all of our traditional neighborhood plans,” he says, 
*where the activity and lights are visible to people on the street." 

To solve the garage problem, DPA created a connective tail to the 
house. That generated a small courtyard off the side of the house, rather 
than the traditional bac kyard. This plan allows most of the living spaces - the

kitchen/dining room as well as the master 
bedroom — to look out onto the side-court- 

yard space. “Our market may be dow nsizing, 
but they still want two or three bedrooms and 
an outdoor space, they just want them to be 
smaller," says Powers. *So the plan is organ- 
ized to defer to the intimate courtvard space 
on the side. We use the building volumes to 
create closure to that space and to define it as 
a private or semi-private space." 

Balancing the private space in the side yard 
is the public front porch. "This is a generous 
porch, almost 10 ft. deep,” Powers notes. “It 
is designed not just as an ornamental entrance 
to the house, but also as a place to sit. In a 
neighborhood like this, people like to sit on 
their porches. It seems to be a rule of com- 
pact neighborhoods that once you satisfy the 
need for private space with the courtyard, 
people are more willing to sit out in the pub- 
lic areas.” 

Like the earlier models, the Edenville is designed to harmonize with other 
homes in the community and in the town and to fit on a small 45-ft.-wide 
lot. Powers explains that the volume presents a narrow frontage that is rep- 
resentative of traditional houses in small neighborhoods. 

The Edenville features a flared gambrel roof, natural cedar siding and 
simple details to give the home a sense of history and permanence. The 
2-ft.-deep rakes in the gambrel shape give the appearance of a one- story 

gambrel cottage with scam. story shed dormers 

Perhaps ie: most unusual feature of the Edenv ille i is that it is a produc- 
tion house, designed to be built quickly and e conomically. * “Are hitects typ- 
ically don’t want to work in the production environment,” says Powers. 

“As a firm, we are philosophic ally interested in it. We re ally want to apply 
intelligence and good design to an area that is completely ignored by our 
profession. So we simplified details in the plans to make the house build- 
able within the constraints and segregated trades of a production process. 
We were able to get character into a house faced with those constraints. 
Construction costs are approximate ly $ 
typical $175 per sq.ft.” 

Developer/builder, LeylandAlliance LLC, of Tuxedo, NY, is not a new- 
comer to TNDs. Warwick Grove is the firm’s third project, Ы ing East

Beach in Norfolk, VA, and Hammond's Ferry in North Augusta, SC. “We 
are building new neighborhoods based on the principles of New Urban- 
ism,” says Steve J. Maun, president. “We also want to build on a produc- 
tion basis. The way we handle this challenge is to offer each of our floor 
plans in 4 or 5 facade versions, which gives us enormous fle xibility. If 
someone falls in love with a floor plan, we can build next door to a simi- 
lar floor plan and have a completely different façade.” 

In addition to focusing on traditional design, LeylandAlliance also uses 
tr aditional materials. “We use paintable mate tials not vinyl — in our con- 
struction,” says Maun. 

Another goal at LeylandAlliance is energy efficiency. “We work close- 
> Maun says. “For 
example, we keep all of the air conditioning and he ating chases w ithin the 


ly with consultants to design energy- -efficient homes,

Maun cites a number of trends that he has noticed among today's 
homebuyers and that guide the work at LeylandAlliance. “First,” he says, 
“there is a general ‹ shift of mov ing in closer to the activity point. People 
want to be connected to the main street. Second, people want flexibility 
and a lot of choice in their house plans and they want a higher level of 
quality and finish. At the same time, they want the efficiencies of a green 
house — insulation, windows and systems to keep heating and sie 
costs down. And, people want neighborhoods. They want public spaces 
neighborhood centers and community buildings. So we put a lot of e sos a 
effort into those spaces." 

Opened i in the spring of 2005, Warwick Grove is off to a strong start. 
Currently, approximately 100 homes are either sold or are under con- 
struction. Maun came to Warwick because it is a classic New England 
village with a beautiful main street. *We were looking for land within 
w alking distance to that main street,” s ys Maun. The idea to make War- 
wick Grove into a community for active older adults was mandated by 
the town of Warwick, which is concerned about development and sc hool 
issues. "We decided to go ahead with the project since the new neighbor- 
head would be walkable to Main Str eet,” says Maun. “There has been a lot 
of interest from other cities and communities. We think it will become an 


example of how development can be managed.” — Martha McDonald

Ad Hoc Georgian Revival 


A new residence in North Carolina recalls the Golden Age of the 1920s.

he challenge of East meeting West has often 

been discussed, but the challenge of mixing 

the French Norman style with Georgian Re- 

vival would be a stumbling block for many 
architects. Grenfell Architecture, PLL C, of ` Washing- 
ton, DC, recently faced this situation w hen the firm 
was asked to design a home for a suburban lot in 
Charlotte, NC. “The wife favored Georgian Revival 
and the husband favored French Norman,” says Milton 
Grenfell, principal in charge. “The solution was a very 
relaxed, asymmetrical, rather ad hoc Georgian Reviv al, 
fitted into the parti of the original esquisse in the French 
Norman style.” 

The owners also had other requirements. They were adamant about 
having a home that looked and felt as if it was built in the 1920s — the 
“Golden Age” of the American house — and they also needed a home large 
enough for a family with four children. Another issue was crafting the 
house to the site, as the family needed a fairly large house situated on a 
suburban lot. 

Grenfell designed a 9,000-sq.ft. residence for the clients that meets all 
of these requirements and resolves the two styles. Rather than rely on a 
typically Georgian manor biaxial symmetry, Grenfell established localized 

symmetries about a series of minor axes. “For instance, in response to the 

wife’s fond girlhood memories of cozy, paneled dens, we created just such 
a room in the rear of the house and positioned it in an axial enfilade with 
the front door,” he says. With oiled heart-pine paneling, a fireplace and 
built-in bookcases and cabinets, the den serves as the warm heart of the 
house. The den’s box bay window, adjacent to the kitchen, continues the 
front-door axis and frames a view of the rear garden. “This i is a favorite 
spot for the younger children,” says Grenfell. 

The second central challenge from the owners is one Grenfell describes 
as common to all of his high- end work: to build a house that looks and feels 
as if it was built in the 1920s. His answer to that challenge began with the

exterior envelope. The roof is multi-hued Vermont slate, graduated verti- 
cally in amount of shingle exposure and slate thickness. The Flemish-bond 
brickwork was laid w ith raked joints of high lime content and river-sand 
coarse aggregate, with judicious use of limestone accents (the keys, sills 
and chimney shoulders and caps, w hich are characteristic of 1920s Geor- 
gian Reviv als). In addition, a randomly appearing sandblasted finish was 
used on some of the limestone chimney accents. “This creates a shimmer- 
ing contract between the velvety sandblasted surface and the smoothly 
sawn surface when the light hits the chimney,” says Grenfell. 

At the front door, the leaded-g glass transom ‘features an electric light 
fixture, an uncommon and distinctive Georgian Revival device that Gren- 
fell has long admired. The sidelites are also leaded glass. 

Kolbe & Kolbe Millwork Co., Inc., of Wausau, WI, supplied the weight- 
and-pulley windows for the Бань? "We didn't use dubie glazing," Grenfell 
points out. "It is all single glazed with restoration glass, with wavy lines and 
other imperfections typical of early-20th-century houses. Winters are rela- 
tively mild in the Piedmont region of North Carolina, but should the own- 
ers decide to add storm sashes, the frames are rabbeted to receive them." 

For the interiors, the quest for authenticity led to wood floors, cabi- 


nets and paneling finished with polymerized tung oil and wax in lieu of

polyurethane. *As we were designing a Classical house, the Classical prin- 
ciple of hierarchy was employed throughout, even in the flooring," says 
Grenfell. For example, the basement floor is paved with brick while the 
first floor is random-width quartersawn oak, except for the living room, 
which is quartersawn oak in a herringbone pattern. The second-level 
floors are plain-sawn 1'5-in.-wide strip oak. Marble mosaic was used for 
the master bathroom. 

"Adamesque composition ornament, common in the 1920s Georgian 
Revival style, was used in the more ceremonial spaces, such as the entry 
foyer and the living and dining rooms, to impart delight and meaning," says 
Grenfell. “For example, wheat sheaths adorn the living-room arch keys, 
while composition floral motifs bedeck various elements in the garden- 
facing living room.” 

Noise and activity were other considerations. “We put the kid’s playroom 
over the garage and underneath one of the son’s bedrooms,” says Grenfell, 
“so it wouldn’t affect the rest of the house. 
Along the same lines, the master-bedroom 
suite is over the living room and the chil- 
dren’s rooms are over the ancillary spaces.” 

The third challenge was to carefully craft 
the house to the site. As this is a relatively 
large house on a modestly sized lot, Gren- 
fell’s design stacks the house into three-and- 
a-half stories, compacting the footprint by 
nesting the house into the natural slope and 
presenting it to the street as only two-and-a- 
half stories. The walk-out basement accom- 
modates guest quarters, an exercise room, 
pool equipment, pool changing room, wine 
cellar and HVAC equipment and other spa- 
ces peripheral to everyday home life, and 
separates them from the main floors. 

Sun and breeze orientation was an ad- 
ditional site concern. With the naturally 
shady north side of the living room further 
shaded by the garden loggia, Grenfell in- 
troduced a large bay window on the south 
side to capture southern light, thus bright- 
ening and warming the room’s mood. 
Similarly, the breakfast-room window pro- 
jects southeast to face the morning sun and 
draw light into the adjacent kitchen. The 
screened garden loggia is located on the 
west corner of the house to catch the pre- 
vailing westerly breezes.

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The centerpiece of the kitchen is a custom-designed pot rack that hangs over 
the island. The cabinetry was also custom designed and constructed. 


The rear of the house, which gets a lot of sunlight, features a two-level 
terrace off the screen porch and the garden area. "There are various gar- 
dens, but they are not yet developed,” says Grenfell. “The owners plan to 
plant a rose garden and a kitchen garden. There’s also a swimming pool in 
the back.” Grenfell added a small fountain that cascades from the upper 
terrace into a small pool in the lower terrace, providing both a quiet sound 
to mask the noise of any nearby traffic and an enclave in the yard. 

The owners moved into their ad hoc Georgian Revival home in the fall 
of 2005, after approximately six months of planning and 18 months of con- 
struction. “The owners were interested in something with some real depth 
to it — not just another Georgian-esque house,” says Grenfell. “By immers- 
ing ourselves in the rich and broad early-20th-century Georgian Revival 
language, rather than the comparatively narrow 18th-century Georgian, we 
endeavored to create a house that responds to contemporary programmat- 
ic demands without lapsing into cliché or solecism.” — Martha McDonald

Good as Old 


An architectural team adept at historic preservation creates a contemporary residence fully immersed in the past.

By incorporating the existing topography, the house nestles snugly into the 
landscape. On the elevations, careful attention to the detail of the window and 
dormer locations contributes to the historicism. 
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he new is often judged more harshly than the old, especially if it 
looks to the past for inspiration. Those in the field of historic 
preservation and design are always casting cynical glances at 
contemporary traditional work: so many recent projects, re- 
gardless of their budget or the resources available to the architect, possess 
some inaccuracy or flaw that tips their hand and makes us aware that the 
structure in question is of a recent vintage. Equally as frustrating is the 
scenario in which materials, detail and scale replicate what has come 
before, yet the sum of all these parts remains unconvincing, stiff and soul- 
less, as the desired aura of history is still fugitive from its walls. 
A residence recently built in suburban Philadelphia, PA, and designed by 
John Milner Arc hitects, Inc., of Chadds Ford, PA, overcomes these pitfalls

with grace. John D. Milner, FAIA, and his 24-member firm are renowned 
for their historically sensitive restorations and additions. In lesser hands, 
this sprawling 6,000-sq.ft. manse would have been yet another study in 
awkwardly designed excess, but this project is a delightful challenge for 
those looking for anachronistic slip-ups, as the home easily deceives the 
passerby about its age. "Our clients came to us because of our focus on tra- 
ditional design,” says Milner. “They asked us to create a new residence that 
would be comfortable in the eclectic architectural environment of Phila- 
delphia’s Main Line.” 

“The objective,” Milner states, “was to achieve an architectural composi- 
tion inspired by 19th-century French design precedent and appropriate for 
a secluded setting with unique existing site features.” From the grounds, the 
impression of the property is one of a prosperous estate constructed ca. 
1890-1910, an era when several architectural styles might be harmoniously 


merged on any given stylish building. The inspiration of Viollet-le-Duc is 
evident in the Gothic touches, especially in the tower, roofline and the or- 
namentation on the garden entry. The lacy iron balcony rails and entry iron- 
work also pay tribute to a French heritage, while the overhanging eaves and 
hooded windows nod to the American Shingle Style of the same period. 
The home, built for a busy professional couple, is much more complex 
and artful than some random chateau plucked from the French country- 
side, homogenized to conform to contemporary building materials and 
then plunked down near a major American city. For just as architects of a 
century ago employed indigenous European styles and reinvented them 
for North America, Milner’s design craftily replicates the same spirit of 
his forebears: the massing, details and finishes are rather indistinguishable 
from a century ago. The house references the original historic reinter- 
pretation and emulates it, thus making it “believable” to the trained eye.

The exterior walls of the home exemplify how to re-create an historic 
elevation. Rather than utilizing standard off-the-shelf brick, which would 
impart the rigidity typically found later in the 20th century, notes Milner, 

“we wanted to establish a color palate in the dark reddish- brown range йт 
the exterior so that it would blend in with the surrounding mature land- 
scape. We achieved that using dark red hand-molded brick with recessed 
black mortar." These bricks contribute to the organicism of the facade, and 
assist it to become a cohesive whole with the surrounding grounds; a tenet 
adhered to by architects of the late- 19th and early-20th centuries. Addition- 
ally, it is the dark mortar, a touch rarely employed today, that adds much to 
the patination of the facade. The ornamental diamond-patterning of the 
bricks of the third-story tower is another accent that further indicates that 
the house is much older than it appears. An important design choice was 
tucking the garage around back; it is concealed as an outbuilding or attached 
carriage house, a refreshing deviation from the current trend of placing 
automobile storage front and center in the primary elevation. 

Many of those ЗИ Уй wish to imitate historic buildings underestimate the 
importance of a roof's contribution to the overall historic credibility of a 
structure. To successfully re-create such a critical portion of a building, whose 
viewable surface area rivals any wall of an exterior, inv olves a meticulous 
attention to historic precedent, especially during this period of interpretation 
known for its overhanging eaves and steep roof-pitches. Milner, realizing that 
this was not the place to scrimp and utilize architectural shingles, specified 
terra-cotta roof tile with sculptural forms and an array of ceramic chimney 
pots, the former of w hich transition authentically onto the top of the garden 
wall. In fact, it is the manner in which the roofing material and design em- 
brace the walls that lends so much to the historic feel of the home. 

Improper fenestration selection is another grave mistake often made by 
architects attempting to replicate an authentic historic exterior. But, in this 
example, the use of steel, leaded casement windows contributes yet anoth- 
er convincing aspect to the facade and reveals Milner's fixation with detail. 
Additionally, instead of the usual black or evergreen finish, he selected a 
delicate, middle-toned shade of green. “The gray-green color for the win- 
dow frames and sash seemed to be the perfect complement for the brick- 
work and the landscape,” says Milner. The impression is given of the era 
in American building from 1890-1920 devoted to the romantic European 
*castellated" aesthetic that gave us the later Shingle Style, the Stockbroker 
Tudor and the Norman Revival. One can simply imagine how, had Milner 
defaulted to the typical wood-sash, double-hung windows, it would have 
altered the appearance drastically and instantly revealed the home's con- 
temporary nature. Obvious care was taken in creating the scale and size of 
the windows, and their careful placement in the various elevations is testi- 
mony to the architect s regard for historic precedent — instead of specify- 
ing over-sized, clumsy sash beholden only to interior locations rather than 
partnership with a harmonious exterior. 

Another fortuitous apan that contributes to the illusion of age is the 
location of the property. “The building site featured an existing narrow 
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stream serving two small, interconnected ponds and mature specimen 
trees and plantings that were part of the existing topography,” says Milner. 
“We wanted to nestle the house down into the landscape to afford priva- 
cy from the street and establish the relationship with the ponds.” The fact 
that these older trees were left to closely surround the house, coupled 
with the gently sloping grounds, removed the potential factor of the fre- 
quent severe look of new construction, whereupon a structure abruptly 
imposes its form upon a new ly converted piece of farmland. 

The artful landscape design not only honors old growth, but also cre- 
ates new plantings that draw from earlier historic influences that will 
mature and further enhance the lushness of the grounds. Perhaps the most 
enchanting feature is the walled sarden with flanking loggia. “The sunken 
entrance-courtyard garden was designed as a transition space that would 
be part of the entrance sequence," notes Milner. The clients dictated that 
“the walled entrance garden must have a presence from the house and be 
accessible from the office and kitchen, and that it provide a secondary 
entrance from the circular driveway zin the garage. " Indeed, this walle d 
garden appears to have aged with the house, as vines climb бег s and a 
water feature creates a quiet focal point in its center. 

Despite the size of the overall structure, scale was foremost in the minds 
of Milner and his client.

particular importance were that the interiors, although quite refined, have 
a diminutive and intimate scale.” 

The main stair hall features lacy, wrought-iron balusters that convey a 
feeling of for mality without pretension, lending a delicacy and grace to 
the entry. Here, the French influence is felt a little more kee only, convey- 
ing a trace of die Ecole des Beaux Arts that arose as the late Aesthetic 
Мон ement waned. The transition into the other public rooms off of this 
hall reveals the eclecticism that was the norm of this period in America. 

In the interior, Milner continues with an historic approach, as the finish 
and trim adhere to standards set at the turn of the last century. The wood- 
work in these public areas possesses the crisp detail and ornament typical- 
ly found in ca.1900 grand houses, and are embellished with the attendant 
refined flourishes. The beamed dining-room ceiling, w ith its shallow relief 
carving, recalls the finer work of the Colonial Revival, as does the multi- 
paneled wainscoting. The same consideration has been given to the flooring 
material, as quartersawn white- oak flooring was use d. 

Throughout the house, touches of Gothicism subtly appear in exposed 
beams, a fireplace surround and the massive strap hinges on the entry door. 
Classicism is combined seamlessly with these details. as it was in so many 
of the Romantic Revival structures of the early-20th century. In fact, it is 
the use of this concept of subtly mixing the different styles that maintains 
the historic credibility of the interior, as one would be hard- pressed to find 
more than a few ca. 1900 houses that did not draw from many stylistic 
wells. The naturally finished Gothic trusses in the library are a clever solu- 
tion for a room with a cathedral ceiling. 

While the interior design in itself is an eclectic blend of historic and 
contemporary furnishings, there is ample regard given to the past. T hrough 
the use of a range of styles, one feels that this home is an estate that evolved 
through the decades, as some pieces were retained while others added as 
tastes “change :d. The cool tones of white in the design concept, coordinat- 
ed with delicate patterning and accents, belie a love of histor y and embrace 
the present. 

From conceptual design to completion of construction, the project 
took 34 months; it was finished in November 2005. It would be interest- 
ing to observe, 50 or 100 years hence, how Milner’s work has aged in 
comparison to its contemporaries. While the latter, should they still. exist, 
will reveal some aspect of age, they will be readily identifiable as millen- 
nial dwellings, yet this estate will be thought of a being far more historic 


and from a different time altogether. — Dan Cooper

olumbia County, NY, a rural area about 40 miles south of 

Albany, has a strong heritage of Greek Revival houses, many 

dating from the late- 1700s and early-1800s. It is only fitting that 

a couple building a new home there would look to the period 
and style for inspiration. Designed by Kate Johns, AIA, of Chatham, NY, 
their two-story, 2,800-sq.ft. house was certainly influenced by the 
region’s history, but is also thoroughly contemporary in plan. 

The combination of formal and informal aspects was the result of a 
truce between the clients. “The wife liked the regional styles — the Greek 
Revival and Federal,” says Johns, “but the hus- 
band preferred an open, contemporary feel. 
They decided to meet halfway, if it was possi- 
ble.” 

These seemingly conflicting interests are 
recognized and balanced in the design. “I spe- 
cialize in the vernacular architecture of an 
area and have worked in this county for many 
years,” says Johns. “The Greek Revival design 
inspiration is something that I have used again 
and again, so that was familiar. But I never set- 
tle on one distinct style, so blending their 
styles, while challenging, was not out of my 
comfort zone.” 

The main facade is the first indication of a 
mixing of styles. The portico is quite simple 
and while it is symmetrical and features plain, 
square columns, it does not have a fully artic- 
ulated entablature. The rear elevation mirrors 
this design, but with oversized 6-over-6 win- 
dows and French doors enclosing a living/ dining 
area on the first floor. The clients wanted as 
much natural light as possible. As a result, Johns’ 
design is atypical of the Greek Revival style 
in terms of the volume of windows, but she 
retained a typical fenestration pattern and 
added triangular clerestory windows at the 
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front and rear. The true-divided-lite wood windows were fabricated by 
Warroad, MN-based Marvin Windows. Johns describes the house as a 
"Greek Revival with glass." 

Just as the windows are made in a traditional material, so are other ele- 
ments of the house. Johns specified cedar siding from Herrington's 
Lumber of Hillsdale, NY, a combination of cedar and eastern white pine 
trim and copper guttering. The roofing, on the other hand, is architectur- 
al asphalt shingles from Wayne, NJ-based GAF Materials. 

Because the house is located in a rural setting, it was also inspired by 
farmhouses of the region. The 33-acre property itself is surrounded by 
farms and even has its own dairy barn that dates to the 1930s, so the farm- 
house concept was more than appropriate. “I wanted to design an ‘origi- 
nal’ farmhouse that fit the location,” says Johns. “It’s logical to build a 
farmhouse in this area on this land surrounded by barns and farms.” 

The house is accessed by a short dirt road. It is fairly close to the main 
road as, Johns points out, a house of the 19th century would be. While the 


Johns makes extensive use of oversized fenestration to bring light into the house and capitalize on the views of farms and 
an orchard to the west of the house. The true-divided-lite wood windows, fabricated by Warroad, MN-based Marvin 
Windows, are historically proportional and the glass is traditionally sized.

The lighting, which points upward from the tops of the wood beams, was 
designed to accentuate the ceiling, which is 26 ft. tall at its peak. 

Johns had never before designed such an open floor plan, but she 
embraced the challenge. A central room serves as both the living and din- 
ing arcas as well as the kitchen. By using an island, the kitchen is open to 
the living area, yet is defined as a separate space. “The plan is cöinpačt; so 
even on it is open it is also cozy and comfortable,” says Johns. “From 
the center of the house, one can look out to the fields that lie to the south 
and west and the barns that sit to the east. There are 270-degree views.”

“Wood balusters are much c 'heaper than 
metal balusters but aren't strong enough," says Johns. *Metal, on the other 
hand, was out of our price range, so we used an 18th- and 19th- century 
technique of using iron in place of wood every couple of balusters. We 
painted the iron to look like wood so they

Seven months after construction began, the Columbia County farm- 
house was completed and the owners moved in. In its country setting, its 
appearance on the landscape is similar to other homes in the area, odi 
upon closer examination, the contemporary influences become apparent. 
The combination of styles makes it a truly unique design. Johns, wn 
for her houses ste eped i in regional design traditions, can now add this sen- 
sitive eclectic design to her | portfolio.

Hudson Valley Stronghold 


A new house in New York State draws on Irish Palladian precedents.

he Irish playwright George Bernard Shaw once claimed, “England 


and America are two countries divided by a common language. E 


As the peculiarities of spoken and written English continue to 
perplex on both sides of the Atlantic, Shaw's remark has lost none 
of its satire. And as a comment on two cultures that share as much as divides 


them, it can be applied to an increasing number of modern examples. Of 


these, the reinterpretation of overseas precedents in the design of new 
homes poses a particular challenge — how to evoke there and then, but serve 
here and now? 

The question was posed to Zivkovic Connolly Architects (formerly Ziv- 
kovic Associates Architects) of New York, NY, w hen a client approached the 
firm in 2004 to design an Irish Palladian-inspired residence in New York's 
Hudson Valley. The client had become interested in the style — as typified by 
Barons Court in County Tyrone, Ireland — during travel in the British Isles, 
and wanted to replicate its stronghold appearance within 15 acres of steep 
hillside overlooking the Hudson River and West Point. Though characteris- 
tic of Anglo-Saxon Europe, Irish Palladianism crossed over to the United 
States in the 18th century, where it was championed by, amongst others, 
Thomas Jefferson. One house in particular, the 18th-century Stratford Hall 
Plantation in Stratford, VA, has come to represent the domestication of the 
style, with its dominant iiome s and solid massing. However, firm principal 
Don Zivkovic used British examples as a point of departure for the new 
design. “When clients come to us and say they have a particular vision, our 
initial response is to show them something very typical of what they're ask- 
ing for,” he says. “In this case, the initial sketc hes are much more Classical and 
Palladian than the final result. We began very literally and then we superim- 
posed the specifics, responding to the local conditions and to the functional 
requirements. We then looked to houses in the South — Virginia and the 


Carolinas — that were in that Palladian tradition, to domesticate the design.” 


Typical Irish Palladian exteriors are comprised of plain granite, with lit- 
tle or no detailing, and small, divided windows. Zivkovic’s design is delib- 
erately less austere and more open than a strictly Palladian design, and 
rather than dominate the surroundings completely 
Palladian house might

it references West Point across the river and in- 
corporates the panoramic views, inside and out. “West Point is filled with 
buildings by the best architects from the last 100 years or more, mostly in 
granite with limestone detailing,” says Zivkovic. “So we used granite as a 
basic ground to the building, and then highlighted the windows, doors, 


porch and string courses w ith limestone to warm it up a little.” In addition

to the limestone detailing, the granite itself was softened with modified 
quoin relief at the corners. 

From a distance, the large expanses of granite disguise the true dimen- 
sions of the windows, which measure approximately 10x6 ft. on the ground 
floor and 7x5 ft. on the second floor. Not only are these conside: rably larg- 
er than traditional Palladian openings, they are also undivided to optimize the 
views. A wall of windows under the porc h takes adv antage of the vistas of the 
Hudson River, while at the opposite elevation, a set of doors in the kitchen/ 
dining area open up to the hillside. As the house is organized around a strong 
central axis, which runs throughout the site to the river and West Point, one 
can open these doors and take in the views on both sides from the stair hall. 

According to Zivkovic, this ability to incorporate its surroundings is 
indicative of the “modern attitude” that distinguishes this house from its

predecessors. “With traditional Palladian houses, the living areas were 
often piano nobiles, on the second floor rather than the ground,” he says. 
“And so the door ad window openings were typically smaller and more 
defensive, so one was contained. We wanted to let these views become a 
part of the interior, so, while the house looks like a solid mass of masonry, 
it is actually very inclusive of the setting” 

To domesticate the exterior further, the firm designed four domi- 
nant, oversized chimneys, inspired by the examples at Stratford Hall.

are perhaps the purest reference to Palladianism in the entire house. 


ft.-square chimneys give the exterior a fortified appearance, and 


While two are functioning, the others conceal modern amenities, includ- 
ing plumbing vents and mechanical equipment, and provide access to a 
widow's walk on the roof, via an elevator shaft and a staircase. “The non- 
functional chimneys were interesting to us, 
because they allowed us to maintain the puri- 
ty of the Palladianism in the interior, without 
compromising it,” says Zivkovic. “In addition 
to maintaining the purity of the form, we also 
managed to maintain a feeling of solidity, in 
spite of the large windows.” 

The common “enfilade” arrangement of 
Irish Palladian interiors — an axial arrangement 
of rooms — was the basis for the interior plan. 
Each room forms part of a series; each can be 
opened to the next to create vistas in all direc- 
tions. On the ground floor, a double-height re- 
ception hall provides access to the kitchen on 
the right, the library on the left and the living 
room straight ahead, which opens to the fami- 
ly and dining rooms. As with the exterior, axes 
of symmetry and a maximized sense of scale 
pervade the design. A vaulted archway below a 
symmetrical staircase leads to the living room, 
containing an oversized antique fireplace. Cus- 
tom stained casework and woodwork through- 
out, by Windsor Antique Restoration of Forest 
Hills, NY, are a deliberate departure from typ- 
ical Palladian painted-wood interiors, and cre- 
ate a club-like atmosphere. “There is a lot of 
woodwork, and it is deliberately strong and 
imposing,” says Zivkovic. “Stained woodwork 
is not typical in Palladian buildings, which are

usually more delicate. This is quite distinctive to this house, and 
was a preference of the owner.” 

The kitchen provides access to both the dining room and an 
enclosed porch, used for summer dining. It features custom kitch- 
en cabinetry by Rutt Handcrafted Cabinetry. of New Holland, 
PA, which complements the interior moldings and maximizes 
natural light and ventilation with two large w indies 

Similar to the ground floor, the second- and third-floor plans 
are inspired by the views, which become more picturesque with 
each level. A central hall dominates the second floor, running its 
entire length and providing access to the south porch. As the 
bedrooms : are situated in the corners, each has two exposures, 
maximizing natural light and cross ventilation. The master suite, 
including an en-suite bathroom, adjacent walk-in closet and bal- 
cony access, was sited at the southwest corner to capture views 
of the Hudson River and West Point. However, the best views can 
be found at the top of the house, where a seating and games area 
faces the river. Here, three joined dormer windows give the house 
a three-story appearance. "They are dormers, strictly speaking, 
because they come out of the roof" says Zivkovic. *But we joined 
them together, which is unusual, dies we detailed the limestone 
around them so that the house took on a larger scale. It gives the 
house substance, and that stronghold presence.” 

The house is approached by a meandering, one-mile drive- 
way, which leads to the granite arrival court. To counter the steep 
slope of the site, the firm established a series of terraces, which, 
together with the garage, breezeway and grand exterior stairs, 
give the site a hill-town quality. * ‘As you drive up the hillside, 
the entrance court is almost like a piazza,” says Zivkovic. “The 
subsidiary buildings, the walls of the building, the re taining walls 
holding the earth back to create terrace levels — the overall 
composition has a very picturesque quality.” This urban form, 


set amongst the trees, reinforces the stronghold character of

the house. And again, the central axis is strong — a line can be 


drawn from the exterior staircase through the fountain, the 
front door, the interior stair hall and living room, out to the 
porch, down to the pool terrace and down to the Hudson River 
and West Point. “You really ‘borrow’ the scale of the Hudson 
Valley,” adds Zivkovic. 

While it acknowledges Irish Palladian precedents, the house 
is very much of its time and place. “You’ve got to fit in to where 
you are,” says Zivkovic. “Otherwise architecture would j just be 
the same the world over. When doing Palladianism in nA. 
there is an American history to refer to, and of course, time- 
specific functional requirements. This house could never have 
been built in the 18th or even the 19th century — it is appropri- 
ate to the beginning of a new millennium." — Lynne Lavelle

Classical Swedish Architecture and Interiors: 1650-1840

weden is graced with some of Europe's most consistent architecture. 
A low key, sometimes austere, sometimes playful strain of Classicism 
runs through the nation's buildings. Too many recent coffee-table 
books, unfortunately, have focused on the simplicity and domestic quality of 
"Swedish style,” presenting it as just another alternative for home décor. 
Classical Swi edis. Architecture and Interiors: 1650-1840, despite its deceptive- 
ly fluffy-looking cover depicting a 1790s cream- colored salon with cupids 
sculpted on the ceiling, is anything but “lite.” Dr. Johan Cederlund, a Swe- 
dish historian and curator, has produced a sweeping, lively, in-depth study. 
Ably translated by Lani Summerville-Sternerup (who runs an architecture- 
focused tour company, Classical Excursions), the text reveals how a dozen 
subtly different takes on Classicism have thrived on Swedish soil. 

The basic harmony of Swedish architecture is particularly impressive 
considering how much political turmoil the country endured throughout 
the era that Cederlund analyzed — 1650 to 1840. He tells of kings and 
queens assassinated or forced to abdicate, misguided attempts to invade 
neighboring countries and constant wars with Russia. Whenever Swedish 
architects were not dutifully designing new military forts, or jockeying 
among themselves for commissions from the latest royal regime, they 
wrought a unique multicultural mixture of imported trends and patriotic 
local motifs. 

Cederlund explains how Swedish architects and artisans collaborated 
with French, Dutch, German and Italian expatriates as the taste for 
Baroque segued into Rococo, Gustavian Neoclassicism and Empire Style 
fashions. He explores a wide range of building types, including palaces, 
schools, warehouses, theaters, hospitals and workers' housing. Historical 
precedents for Swedish floor plans, massing and ornament are meticu- 
lously documented, whether the Pantheon, Villa Rotonda, Palazzo Bor- 
ghese or works by Le Nótre and Mansart. The author even knows where 
Swedish armies plundered to obtain foreign paintings or sculptures, and 
which foreign pattern books, such as Charles-Etienne's 1728 Architecture 
moderne or Percier and Fontaine's 1810s Recueil de décorations intérieures, 
inspired Swedish details. 

Royals and aristocrats in Sweden, perhaps to defy Scandinavian win- 
ters, were especially passionate Franco- and Italo- philes. They commis- 
sioned near-replicas of Versailles’ Hall of Mirrors, muraled rooms with 
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scenes of sunny Mediterranean landscapes and modeled pilasters after palm 
trees. They filled gardens with what English writer Mary Wollstonecraft 
described in the 1790s as *Venuses and Apollos condemned to lie in snow 
three parts of the year.” The architectural patrons’ goal, of course, was to 
emphasize Sweden’s resemblance to the Roman Empire. 

Yet amid the country’s images of “deities and muses from antiquity,” 
Cederlund observes, sculptors and painters would sometimes portray Swe- 
dish royals’ “good deeds for the people and the kingdom,” military triumphs, 
famous scientists and “scenes from Nordic mythology.” Some quintessential- 
ly Swedish architectural features meanwhile emerged, including sateri roofs 
(a kind of hip on hip), birch paneling and whitewashed Protestant church 
interiors within Catholic-seeming domed and pedimented shells. 

The author illustrates virtually everything he discusses with contem- 
porary photographs. In fact, the survival rate of Swedish landmarks, often 


adapted into museums or government buildings, is astonishing; many have 


retained even their delicate trompe l'oeil pilasters or coffers and long-obsolete 
tiled stoves. (Numerous readers will no doubt be tempted to sign on for 
Classical Excursions’ regular trips to Sweden.) The only virtues this book 
lacks are some text cross-references to the plates, a timeline of Swedish 
rulers and thumbnail biographies of major architects. Scholars will find this 
book invaluable, as will any designer looking for ways to adapt Classical tra- 


ditions to cultures and climates far from the Mediterranean. m

refabulous by Sheri Koones is one of The Taunton 

Press’ latest books about homebuilding. The title 

leaves very little doubt concerning its promotion 
of, rather than repor ting on, the prefabricated housing 
industry. If there was any question, the subtitle erases it: 
“The House of Your Dreams, Delivered Fresh from the 
Factory.” I began reading with the distinct impression 
that what I had in my hands was a brochure written by an 
industry insider. And maybe Koones is; though a quick 
Google search did not reveal the stre ngth of her ties with 
the industry. But in any case, the book exceeded the ex- 
pectations laid down by the title very quickly. 

The introduction spends only a few paragraphs pro- 
moting the industry before launching into a good history 
of prefabricated homes and components in the ULS. And 
the author can cer tainly be excused for promoting this industry, consider- 
ing its sad history since World War II. The industry’s story began well 
enough, with the Sears and Aladdin kit houses of the early 1900s, but it 
swerved into a serious downturn with the detour into post-World War II 
trailers. The industry first tried to upgrade its image in the 1970s by 
changing the name of the product from “trailers” to “mobile homes.” Their 
pe i ga was that the reason their product was so roundly reviled was 
because of the cramped quarters, hence the re- naming to something that 
sounded larger. And they started buil ding them larger, too: the infamous 

“double-wides” became ubiquitous during this era. 

Unfortunately, the industr y misread the public. Trailers had been de- 
spised for decades, so much so that city after city banned them entire ly. 
Because nobody had figured out how to ban poor design at the time, the 
cities chose the most convenient method: banning trailers based on size. 
So it’s no surprise why the industry wanted to build products that sound- 
ed (and were) larger. The public, of course, has never had a problem with 

“small like a yacht.” Their problem was the poor design and poor quality 
of construction. 

It is no surprise that Prefabulous scarcely makes mention of this period. 
The book would have been stronger, in this reviewer's estimation, had it 
addressed this sad era head-on, because, against such a dark bac kground, 
the factory- building of homes today looks even better. As told by Koones, 
however, the only | point of comparison is site-buildi ing. The differentes 
between site- building and modular construction are much less striking 
than the differences between modular construction and trailers or mobile 
homes of the 1970s.

Dark background or not, the author does a very good job of marching 
through the various building systems in great detail. She begins with mod- 
ular construction, which involves factory-building large pieces, or mod- 
ules, of the house and assembling them onsite. Each building system is 
illustrated with a number of built examples, laying out in as much detail as 
is feasible in a 224-page book the various options that each house employs. 
The author also scatters factory-detail sidebars throughout the book, illus- 
trating everything from the basic factory conditions to some of фе most 
common equipment. Through all of the sidebar diversions into other is- 
sues such as raw-material acquisition, waste management, Ene rgy Star rat- 
ings, connection details and reclaimed wood, Koones never loses sight of 
the central theme of the benefits of factory-building over site- building. 

The second chapter deals with panelized construction based on stick- 
framing methods. This is perhaps the fastest-grow ing portion of the factory- 
the house is being 
framed in the normal manner with w ood studs. This lins allowed panelized 
construction to largely escape the "trailer stigma" that afflicts the rest of 
the industry to this day. What the casual observer might not notice would be 
the fact that, while the walls are stood up and fastened together in a con- 


built housing industry because, to a casual observer, 


ventional manner, each wall panel is assembled in a fac tory rather than in the 
field, saving weeks or months of time with greater dimensional ac curacy and 
just as much strength as site-built houses. 

The third chapter describes a relatively new sort of panelized con- 
struction: that accomplished with structural insulating panels, or SIPs. 
These panels fabricate a wall, roof or floor panel with a hard structural 
skin such as plywood on ad face and an insulating material such as 
closed-cell polystyrene in the middle. The lion's share of the book is taken 
up describing timber-frame and log construction. This is not surprising, 
because these structures allow for the most beautiful (and most pcne 
interior photos. The book closes with short chapters on concrete-panel 
construction and steel construction, followed by three resource pages list- 
ing the architect, manufacturer and builder of each of the houses featured. 

The one serious omission of the book is the category of manufactured 
housing, where houses are delivered complete to the jobsite in either one 
"Manufactured housing" is the direct descendant of trailers 
and mobile homes. Manufactured- housing companies have been building 
houses stronger than their site-built counterparts for nearly a decade, i

most cases. They have been building interiors that are indiscernible om 
site-built houses in recent years, too. The one thing they have not solved 
until now is exterior design. But many of them know they must, and are 
now activelv w orking to do so. Recent ev ents, most notably Hurricane 
Katrina, have cataly zed that effort. Katrina Cottage VII was the first built 
to the *trailer standard" of the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development code, yet it clearly illustrates the fact that the impediment 
to manufacturing great design hasn't been the assembly line; it has been 
the designs themselves. Hopefully, by the time the author sets out to write 
a second edition of Prefabulous, there will be a substantial quantity of man- 
ufactured architecture to include with the other prefab methods. m

Planning the Good Community: New Urbanism 
in Theory and Practice

[q4 eople either love or hate New Urbanism," writes Jill Grant in 
Planning the Good Community. Since New Urbanism was conceived 
in the late 1970s, its proponents have spread and popularized the 

movement's ideas and detractors have criticized it from all angles. Neither 

side seems to budge an inch. Grant, while claiming a desire to bridge this 
divide, falls more into the latter category, offering critique from page one. 

Grant's book is one of a series from Britain's Royal Town Planning Insti- 
tute that examines the relationship between planning theory and practice. 
Like others in the series, but distinct from many books on New Urbanism, 
the book takes an international approach. New Urbanist practices in Brit- 
ain, Germany, Belgium, Norway, Japan, the U.S. and Canada are discussed. 

Planning the Good Community is organized into three parts: "The Rise of 
New Urban Approaches," *New Urbanism(s) in Practice" and *The Pros- 
pects for New Urbanism(s).” While the subjects of each part are clearly 
delineated, individual chapters in the first and third sections are less com- 
prehensive. Extensive quotations of both proponents and critics — the read- 
er becomes very familiar with Andrés Duany, Leon Krier, Alex Marshall 
and Emily Talen — aid Grant's arguments, but are overused and often dis- 
rupt the flow. (The layout and discussion of the middle part, however, is 
just the opposite and is clearly presented and argued.) 

A primer on New Urbanism is given in “The Rise of New Urban 
Approaches." Grant's brief treatment of historic urban-planning models, 
such as the industrial and garden city models, is general, but it lays a good 
foundation for understanding New Urbanism. She next attacks New Ur- 
banist theory, pointing out contradictions within the discourse — the 
relationship between nature and culture, the importance of Classical or 
traditional principles. 

What is it specifically that Grant dislikes about New Urbanism? For 
one, she doesn't approve of the “evangelical zeal” of New Urbanists, es- 
pecially Duany, and the “cult of celebrity" that is formed around champi- 
ons of the movement. But more importantly, Grant doesn’t believe in one 
of the key tenets of New Urbanism, that growth will be good if the form 
is correct. “New Urbanism focuses on the aesthetic questions,” she writes, 
“articulating a framework for good physical environments. In doing so, it 
draws the social from the physical.” She adds that in “trying to envision and 
create the good community, [New Urbanists] join utopians and others 
who have preceded them in the search for the good community.” Appar- 
ently, it’s a lost cause. 

At the same time, Grant raises some crucial issues about New Urban- 
ism, claiming that the theory makes many promises that it cannot deliver. 
In practice, New Urbanism ‘falls short on div ersity and on creating com- 
mercial centers. “Affordability, equity, and participation have been second- 
ary, she writes, to getting the projects built. Seaside and Windsor, both in 
Florida, and many other New Urbanist towns, are vacation communities

for the wealthy and even if Duany’s argument that high demand drives up 
prices is correct, the issue needs to be addressed. 

Grant writes that “Good design cannot cure a sick society.” She points 
out that urban design only tackles the physical city, and is unable to solve 
the problems of the city at large. She views New Urbanism, and the HOPE 
VI program, which has acc epted a number of New Urbanist principles, as 
only window dressing. 

But maybe it houd be “Good design alone cannot cure a sick society.” 
While New Urbanism cannot claim that its dev elopments promote social 
integration, prevent crime or resolve many other urban problems, as Grant 
writes, many people believe that good design, though not the sole solution, 
does contribute to well-being, and that is not a small feat. On the other 
hand, Grant makes a valid point that New Urbanists should not say that they 
are solving social ills through design when that is still largely a theory. 

Another attack on New Urbanism is that, from concept to reality, the 
commercial aspect of various developments is altered. The supply of re- 
tail properties exceeds demand and many towns have vacant storefronts. 
In some instances, retail has moved from the town center to arterial roads 
in order to attract more business. “In cases where stores fill in, as in 
Celebration,” writes Grant, “the mix may not appeal to local residents. 
Celebration residents want a hardware store, not gift shops.” In this case, 
residents remain car-dependant. So while most New Urbanist develop- 
ments aspire to be towns, according to Grant, they are in actuality only 
attractive suburbs. 

Grant is more balanced in her coverage of specific New Urbanist de- 
velopments, and is particularly strong in investigating the differences in 
application internationally. Not all North American ideals, such as open, 
interconnected street grids, translate well into the European model, and 
many European projects could not be considered to wholly follow New 
Urbanist principles. The Borneo Sporenburg project in Amsterdam, for 
instance, can only be considered New Urbanist in the sense that it’s an 
infill and is densely built. 

The chapter on New Urban Asia poses the question of whether New 
Urbanism is adaptable to Japan. Urbanism in Japan is a different animal, 
and Grant doesn’t believe that New Urbanism would be culturally ac- 
ceptable or particularly beneficial in that country. “Japanese cities feature 
many principles that new urbanism advocates,” writes Grant. “They are 
high density, compact in form, with narrow streets, mixed use at fine 
scale, and extensive public transportation systems.... At the same time 
though, East Asian urbanism plays little attention to the public realm, has 
relatively little interest in heritage conservation, increasingly accommo- 
dates the private automobile, and rarely favors classical design principles 
or vernacular traditions.” 

After reviewing a number of New Urbanist communities around the 
world, Grant writes that “Certainly the North American ‘New Urbanism’ 
is by no means universal, despite the claims of some of its adherents about 
its spread world-wide.” New Urbanists, she believes, must embrace the 
diversity in the world instead of vocalizing the need for universal design 
principles and solutions. 

Ultimately, Grant’s argument is that “We are unlikely to find com- 
plete consensus on what makes a good community.” That is certainly 
true, but the fact that she offers no suggestions or alternatives leaves the 
reader hanging. But while some her criticisms of New Urbanism are de- 
batable, many are compelling, and hopefully this book can inspire some 
important discussions. M

Tradition and Sustainability 
in the 21st Century

The following is an edited version of a speech delivered at the Waterloo Planning 
Dinner in Toronto, Canada, on November 14, 2006. 


hat makes a great place? What makes one think fondly of 

a visit to a favorite town or city, and want to return there? 

What makes a place uniquely itself, of a region, charac- 

teristic of the land and the people who live on it? Why 
don't we seem to build like that anymore? And how might a new “devel- 
opment" become one of these favorite places? Only by looking at the tra- 
ditions of building that have thrived in the past can we hope to derive new 
rules to allow us to resolve the growth and environmental problems of the 
21st century. The challenges for building quality, environmental sustain- 
ability and community management and ownership are enormous. And the 
twin challenges of global warming and global urbanization make it impera- 
tive that we in the developed world attempt this uneasy marriage of place 
making, profit making and sustainability. 

Part of the problem in our cities is that we have been fundamentally 
altering basic structures — movement patterns, the role of neighborhoods 
in the city structure, the size of blocks — to accommodate short-term trends 
like retail packaging. A better understanding of the basic types that com- 
pose the city is needed in order to define ways to accommodate urban 
“fashions,” like big-box retail, in a flexible and adaptable way. At the same 
time, an ecological approach to city-making depends upon moving away 
from the mechanistic approach to transport and movement, which led to 
the predict-and-provide model of transport and ultimately to the insane 
notion that adding road space could cure congestion — a theory akin to the 
idea that one can cure obesity by loosening one's belt! 

A fundamental rethinking by environmentalists about cities is in order. 
Traditionally, being “green” has been about embracing wilderness and 
opposing development — and cities were seen as soul-destroying, noisy, 
smelly and dirty places. But a closer look reveals that if we look at cities 
and towns in terms of per capita environmental burden, rather than on an 
area-wide basis, they are far more environmentally friendly than sprawl- 
ing suburbs. 

The Centre for Neighborhood Technology, a Chicago, IL-based think 
tank, makes the point quite clearly in a project on transport and climate 
change: Greenhouse-gas emissions for the San Francisco Bay Area on per- 
square-mile basis show cities to be far dirtier than suburbs and farmland, 
but when one recalculates on a per capita basis, a very different story 
emerges. On a per capita basis, city centers contribute much less carbon 
to the atmosphere than do suburban areas. 

The environmental benefit of city living comes from a combination of 
scale, density, street connectivity and mixed community. Scale means un- 
derstanding the role of buildings, streets, neighborhoods, towns and regions 
in a complex system. Regions are about the interaction of complex systems: 
markets, the institutions that regulate them and the transport that creates 
access to them. They are made up of a system of walkable neighborhoods, 
interconnected by streets and transport networks, each serving its own 
function. Scale makes it possible to efficiently operate public-transport 
systems, providing a meaningful alternative to the automobile. Scale also 
allows the provision of environmental infrastructure such as sustainable 
urban drainage or combined heat and power, which are more cost effective 
at the neighborhood or district level. 

Thinking about scale and sustainability leads one to think about effi- 
ciency in building, about energy efficiency and power generation at the 
neighborhood, block and building scale, rather than solely thinking about 
power as something generated far away and distributed through transmis- 
sion lines — whether the source is nuclear, wind or coal. This industrial 
approach also has the effect of concentrating and dislocating the environ- 
mental burden of power generation. Combined heat and power, micro- 
scale wind generation and photovoltaics are all advancing technologies, 
and applying them at the scale of the building, the block and the neigh- 
borhood is a question of both urban design and architecture, especially if 
we wish to move these technologies into the mainstream, rather than make 
green-ness a conspicuous design statement for the few. 

Prototype micro wind turbines developed by Monrovia, CA-based 
AeroVironment are a good example of proper scale, and they can be as 
easily integrated into a traditional building as former generations incor- 
porated chimney pots. While micro wind hasn't solved cost-effectiveness 
issues or questions of turbulence in the urban environment, it is a safe bet 
that costs will come down and efficiency will improve over the next five 
to 10 years. And, incidentally, I wouldn't be as quick to complain about 
the use of chimneys on traditional houses, as some architects seem to be. 
The advent of super-clean pellet stoves coupled with thermally efficient 
houses may mean that the chimney has a function after all! 
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Street connectivity is yet another important piece of the puzzle. An 
interconnected street network provides for better distribution of traffic, 
lessening congestion on major roads. The avoidance of “wiggly worm" 
cul de sacs allows for the creation of walkable neighborhoods that accom- 
modate the automobile but celebrate the pedestrian. 

A mixed community is built around the form of streets, blocks and 
building and the types of buildings rather than type of land use. It allows for 
employment and retail within close proximity of residences. Mixed com- 
munities also provide a range of housing types and sizes, accommodating 
affordable housing through pepper-potting rather than in monocultural dis- 
connected estates. These characteristics add up to location efficiency — the 
combination of greater residential density, increased pedestrian and bicycle 
friendliness and access to public transportation — which results in reduced 
vehicle travel, lower carbon emissions and reduced household transporta- 
tion expenses. 

The interrelation of city and neighborhood with building scale has led 
the U.S. Green Building Council to partner with the Congress for the New 
Urbanism and the Natural Resources Defense Council to produce a new 
green rating system at the neighborhood scale. LEED for Neighborhood 
Development (LEED-ND), which has just entered the pilot phase, incor- 
porates multiple levels of analysis: location efficiency, environmental pre- 
servation, compact, connected neighborhoods and resource efficiency. 

Residential densities allowing for exchange, interconnected street pat- 
terns, public-transport systems and mixed use are characteristics of tradi- 
tional urban communities, and properly designing for sustainability means 
being grounded in an ever-evolving tradition. If one views tradition rather 
than self-conscious newness as a foundation for sustainability, then the chal- 
lenge is one of reconnecting with adaptation to place. 

The Prince's Foundation for the Built Environment has begun to evolve 
tools and techniques for urban design and community involvement that 
embrace the twin challenges of sustainability and improved quality of life 
while simultaneously responding to the challenges of a changing market- 
place. Such tools as Enquiry by Design, an interdisciplinary stakeholder- 
driven approach to planning developed in our longstanding collaboration 
with English Partnerships, and design coding focused on form and typolo- 
gies that are locally derived promise to provide for a close integration 
between local identity and sustainability. 

These codes and pattern books are built around urban, landscape and 
building types that reflect local climate, history and culture, and accommo- 
date environmental, social, economic and technological change in a robust 
manner. Codes are intended to set forth these types and serve as tools for 
regulating form rather than simply use in the planning system. Uses change 
over time, while types of streets, blocks and buildings are more permanent 
and — if we get it right — flexible enough to absorb changes in use without 
major changes in form. Pattern books were adapted by Pittsburgh, PA, 
urbanist Ray Gindroz from the 19th-century builder's pattern book as a 
tool for working with house builders to improve the design of their hous- 
es, and to relate them to their place in a master plan. 

The use of local adaptation as a base is important if ecological building 
is to move from being a design statement about technology to being a seri- 
ous response to current systems of production of houses, flats and com- 
mercial buildings. Most people want to live in traditional houses, and we 
shouldn’t have to make them chose between helping to save the planet and 
investing in a house that they can love! 

We clearly do not have all the answers to the challenge of creating sus- 
tainable communities, or of adapting traditional building and urbanism to a 
world of peak oil, global climate change and possible sea-level rise. While 
traditional urbanism may reduce travel — and it seems to be clear that tra- 
ditional approaches to making buildings that can respond passively to cli- 
mate are proving relevant today — tradition must evolve to respond to 
changed conditions. This evolution, in an era of production building, pres- 
ents a challenge to The Prince’s Foundation — a challenge that can be met 
by a partnership with green architects and builders. 

The foundation’s president, His Royal Highness The Prince of Wales, is 
someone who takes the long view, and has campaigned on environmental 
issues for many years. He has said, “To find new solutions for these major 
global issues it is essential that we combine a thorough understanding of 
how past civilizations ordered themselves, using minimal resources, togeth- 
er with new science and technologies so that we really can have our cake 
and eat it. Modernism has led us to seek answers in a host of technical 
‘fixes.’ Traditionalism often only pays it lip service. Real traditional think- 
ing has always tried to see the whole picture.” ш
